Tt has long been the popular impression 
that tho Chinese language, like the Chinese 
people themselves, was.a curious compound 
and almost beyond the comprehension of 
Wester minds. But it is a matter of in- 
terest to know what sonic of its peculiax 
difficulties are, as they were stated by Pro 
fessor Hl. A. Giles in a recent lecture. Ac- 
cording to that suthority there are really 
two distinct Chinese languages, the spoken 
and thowritten. ‘The former may be easily 
acquired, but the latter, the ‘book lang- 
wage,’ inn study uf a lifetime. Fow people 
can read a Chinese buok or write 1 Chingse 
letter, ‘and women in particular seem to fail 
in this, The Chinese never possessed a 
grammar. The language is beyond rules. 
Tt is alvays spoken in monosyllabdles, root: 
ideus, which are adapted to surrounding 
circumstonces and suffer no change. There 
is no gender, no inflection. Sounds to the 
number of 420 represent 42,000 words. 
They ato Gistinguished by subtle modula~ 
tions of tone.. The Chinese written langu- 
age is uniformly understood all over China, 
and is pmctically the same to-day aa it was 
2,500 years age. It looks like a masa of 
signs, dota and dashes, but ig really intol- 
ligible. To express the words ‘flattery and 
“treacherous ’ the Chinese employ the char- 
acter meaning ‘woman ‘in combination with 
other characters, * Friendship’ is indicated 
by two lands, ¢ grentness ” by the sun’ and 
moon, andsoon. Originally drawinga the 
character are now words, nnd some of them 
are capable of conveying s deoper and more 
aubtle and significant meaning than any 
English words. What could: be more in- 
gonious than. tho character sign alluded 
to above to express the wonls ‘flattery’ 
and ‘treacherous '?

THE MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 


Report for 1902. 

The report of Dr . LM. Atkinson, 
Principal ‘Civil Medica Officer, on tho 
Medical Department for the year 1902, 
was published in yesterday's Gorernment 
Gazelle. 
fhe report stated’ that the admissions 
of police to the hospital wero nenrly the 
samo aa the previous year the number 
being 933, a8 against 987 in 1901. The 
strength of the force was 881, as against 
$86 in 1901, There wore 52 less Eurupeans 
42 less Indians and 103 more Chinese 
admitted. There was a marked diminution 
in tho number of malarial fever admissions, 
the figures being 176, a8 against 407 in 
1902, 4 result duc in a great meaaure, to 
the more active antimalarial measures 
carried on, and to the more regular use 
of quinine as a prophylactic. The diminu- 
tion was from 62.5 par cont. in. 1901 to 
11.7 per cent. in 1902, 

Amongst the troops there wasn, consider- 
able incresse in the number of admissions 
to the hospital, notwithstanding that the 
number of troops was somewhat less, 
The averaye daily rate of sickness was 
less in both European and Indinn troops. 
Amongst the deaths in 1002 were ten from 
malarial fover, three from plague, two from 
dystentry, and one from liver abscess, 

ighty-six members of the goal staff 
were admitted to tho hoapital during the 
year out of a total staff of 91. Thore were 
no deaths: . oe 
~*From the Sanitary Department there 
was a large increase inthe number of 
admissions, tho figures being 64, as against 
30 in 1001, This is-accounted for by the 
incrensed number of men employed, 
particularly in rat extermination, There 
were four deaths, 

At the Government Civil Hospital the 
{otal number of admissiona was the high- 
esto record, 3108 having been admitted 
during the year, as syninst 2048 in 190%. 
The total number of out patients attending 
the hospital was 11,815 as against 12.663 
in 1001. The rate of moitality for. the year 
waa 4.5 percent, as against 6.18 in 1901,
